A SHORT SKETCH 


Of William J. Hryms, the Nominee of thn 


l)«uiocr»tlo Party for President. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—There is noth- 


ing in romantic literature that sur- 
passes the meteoric career of Win. Jen- 
nings Bryan, who was Friday nomi- 
nated at Chicago for the highest office, 
within the gift of the American peo- 
ple; The constitutional age of presi- 
leut is 35 years. Bryan is 30, and if ho 
is elected in November next, he win be 
the youngest president that the white 
house has ever known. He is essentially 
a self-made man and a man of the peo- 
ple. 
Uis 
principal 
education was 


gained in the public schools of Salem, 
Ills., whe're his parents reside. Dur- 
ing the-succeeding six years he re- 
:eived an academic trawiing. The bent 
of his mind was toward the law and it 
was in the office of Lymau Trumbull, 
:iimself a conspicuous figure during the 
war, and the reconstruction period 
which followed, that he laid the foun- 
dations of his legal career. 


It was in congress, however, that Mr. 


Bryan made the reputation which has 
swept him into his present prominency. 
In 1800, when only 30 years of age, he 
was elected a member of the house 
from .the First .district of Nebraska, 
where he located immediately after 
his admission to the bar. During 
bhe consideration of the single tariff 
bills, which were brought before the 
house during the first session of that 
congress, Mr. Bryan electrified his col- 
leagues by the force and vigor of his 
utterances, his intimate knowledge of 
3conomie matters, the gracefulness of 
lis oratory arid his ability to sustain 
himself with credit ngaiust the ablest 
debater upon the republican side of the 
chamber. His time, on that occasion, was 
repeatedly extended and he spoke in 
all houses. 
He.awoke the next morn- 


ing to find himself famous. 
Nor was 


t an cuphemora,! famous. 
I!o became 


from that clay a conspicuous figure in 


e house which included such giants 


of debute as Brcckem-idge, of Ken- 
tucky; Bourko Cochrim and John R. 
Fellows, of New York; Dingley and 
Rood, of Maine; Springer, of Illinois; 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, and Wm. F. 
Wilson, of West Virginia, who now 
holds the office of postmaster general. 


While Mr. Bryan was not a -free 


trader he favored the lowest tariff con- 
sistent with the necessities of the gov- 
ernment and he was placed by Speaker 
Crisp upon- the ways and means com- 
mittee, , an unusual honor for a now 
man. When the Fifty-third congress 
met Mr. Bryan had also achieved a rep- 
utation as a staunch supporter of free 
silver, and when President Cleveland 
convened that congress in extraordi- 
nary session in the autumn of 1898, Mr.

leading 
the 
op- 


position 
to

purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
He continued in that congress as a 
member of - the ways and means com- 
mittee.

Millan, of Tenn., in being the first 
to

as a brilliant and ready debater during- 
the discussion of that measure in the 
house and his influence,also exerted in 
favor of the income tax which he re- 
garded as one of the most essential 
features.

and he returned to Omaha to accept 
the editor's hip of the World-Herald of 
that city, although his home for many 
years has been at Lincoln, the state 
capital.

in appearance he resembles the great 
Pennsylvania^ commoner 
Samuel J. 


Randall, wh* at Mr. Bryan's age, 
might readily have passed for the lat- 
ter's twin brother.

while other speculative markets were 
(•stagnant or slightly declined. Thero 
are many who believe that the increase 
in yield this year has been underesti- 
mated, and part of the dispatches 
gathered by Dun's Review last week, 
tended to support that view, though 
practically all the returns from what 
are known as the chief wheat growing 
states were more cheering. 


Corn and oats promise so well thus 


far that prices do not advance although 
exceptionally low already, and some, 
meats have made a new record for 
cheapness. 


Serious apprehension regarding in- 


jury by drought to cotton in Texas 
seemed justified by Koine dispatches 
published last week, KO that telegraphic 
advice of somqwhat general ruin in tha 
state is welcome. 


Large sales of print cloths are re- 


ported at 3J^c, slightly above the bot- 
tom price, but other goods have not 
yet 
been strengthened. 
Nor have 


woolen goods improved, but the tone is 
rather less hopeful and the demand for. 
goods is even more slack than was ex- 
pected and sales of wool at the three 
ohief markets have been only 2,007,100 
pounds for the week, against 13,715,500 
last year. 


Not much can be said of a market so 


flat as that of iron and steel products, 
but part of the inactivity is strictly 
seasonable, part is due to still unset- 
tled questions about wages, and much* 
more to a general disposition to defer 
orders until the future 
is clearer. 


Whether prices for finished products 
are too high or not, they average rela- 
tively at least ten per cent, higher 
than prices of pig iron, which neces- 
sarily causes inaction when pig iron is 
going lower.

onntry than ever before, even in the 
midst of war. 
God grant that rny^sns- 


icions may prove groundless."

Obtained S8.130 from Wllll« the Rail. 


road Tie »Iao-Sn»plciou Aroused 


by Poor Spelllng-BlB Arrant. 


W. L. Ellison, a proimnent Ironton 


business man, agent for R. B; Willis 
the big railroad tie dealer of Erie, Pa ' 
who has extensive business interests' 
here, was arrested yesterday for for- 
gery. 
There wore twenty-seven dif- 


erent offenses, aggregating $2,130 and 
extending over a period of five or six 
months.. Suspicion was aroused first 
by Mr. Ellison's repeated mispellhig of 
Cleveland, 
writing 
it 
Oleaveland. 


Ihis lead to investigation which re- 
ve.aled the crime.' The method was 
rather novel. 
Mr. Willis is a very ex- 


tensive dealer iu railroad ties, doing a 
business of probably half a million dol- 
lars a year. He is well known here, vis- 
iting this city quite frequently. .Mr. 
Elhson, as his agent, has charge of 
the territory from Russell to Maysville, 
Ky., 
buying up ties between those 


points, and shipping them in accor- 
dance with directions from Mr. Willis 
or iu filling orders. He would for- 
ward to Mr. Willis the bills of lading 
given by the railroad company and 
receive on them his pay. For several 
months past he has been sending to Mr. 
.Willis bills of lading signed by J. W. 
Crawford, the agent at Riverton, A. A. 
Hyatt, the agent at Stone City, and 
others.- 
These indicated that he had 


shipped so many ties to Cleveland par- 
ties and served as receipts for the same 
from the railroad company. In all 27 
of these were forwarded ranging from 
.§50 to §150 and aggregating $2,130, 
which amount he received from Mr. 
Willis. 
In all of them the name of 


the city Cleveland was spelled"Oleave- 
land. '' That so many of the railroad's 
agents 
would 
misspell the 
name 


aroused Mr. Willis' suspicions. Then 
he failed to receive any reports from 
the Cleveland parties to whom the ties 
were supposed to have been shipped, 
and others reported shortages. He 
wrote Ellison concerning the matter 
and the latter asked Willis to forward 
to him all the bills of lading, saying 
that he would investigate .the matter. 
Mr. Willis was, however, certain that 
something was wrong and forwarded 
all these bills of lading to his attor- 
neys, Funk and Beatty, of this city. 
They investigated and found that they 
were all forgeries. Mr. Willis arrived 
here. from Oolumbns yesterday and 
went to Iroutoii with Mr. Beatty. 
There they swore out warrants charg- 
ing Ellison with forgery. They acci- 
dentally ran across Ellison on the 
street while the authorities were issu- 
ing the necessary papers. Mr. Willis 
told him that ho wanted to see him 
later and pay him §150 which was duo 
him. 
Ellison 
said that he had to 


leave that afternoon but Willis did not 
pay him then, saying that he would 
see him later. Ho appeared, very much 
confused. 
He was arrested later and 


will probably have a hearing Monday.

OUR HOUSE FLY. 


Description 


Any government capable of annual- 


ly assimilating half a million foreigners, 
many of whom have come from 
the 


'dregs of European countries, should in 
the course of a few ywirs digest 200,- 
:000 Indians. What prevents? We an- 
, rwer, methods; nothing but methods. 
" ,Use the Indian method of isolation and 


•egregation with the immigrant, and 
'the American nation will be destroyed 
in a. decade. Use the immigrant method 
of distribution, association and oppor- 
tunity with the Indian, and a decade 
need not pass until they become e. real 
'part of our country's life-blood. 


The Indian has the capacity to meet 


'the issues of civilized life at once. All 
(Indian youth may readily be prepared 
!to enter the common schools of the 
Icountry by two or three years' course 
lin government schools established for 
the special purpose of bringing them 
to this condi tion of fitness; and having 
lonce entered the public schools the 
'•way is open for them to'.remain and 
'go up head. Such schools and nil our 
higher schools 'are now and always 
lhave been open to the Indians. Harvard 
and Dartmouth colleges were started 
in the interests of Indian education. 


The door of education 
has 
never 


•teen closed to the Indian. The whole 
40,000 or 50,000 Indian youth mny now, 
jf they 
will, distribute themselves 


'among the schools of the 
country. 


There need not be another school- 
ihous'e built for exclusive Indian od- 
'ucation. 
Pennsylvania 
has 
about 


22,000 echoois, and there are about 250,- 
,000 schools in the United States. If all 
'the Indian, youth in the country were 
distributed among the schools of renn- 
jSylvania there would not be two Indi- 
an pupils for each school. If distributed 
among the schools of the country there 
iwould not be an Indian for each six 
schools. In either case the process 
,-would accomplish the civilization • of 
,the Indian a hundred times faster than 
government or mission schools or both, 
for the reason that he is tra.ined by 
daily contact with the very conditions 
and individuals that later, as a man, lie 
will have to compete with. 
AVe do the 


Indian no kindness by holding him 
away from this competition, for it is 
this very experience that is to develop 
him. Withoutjt we shall never nccom- 
iplish the emancipation of the Indian.— 
Ituth Sha.fEn.er, in Chautfiuquan.

The head of our fly is «. very pretty 


object. The greater part is occupied 
by two large reddish-brown 
hemis- 


pheres, one on each side. These are the 
compound eyes, and-each of them con- 
sists of several thousand separate hex- 
agonal lenses^ arranged so as to causi 
an appearance under the microscope 
like the eaigine turning on the back of 
a watch. 
Between these compound 


eyes, and quite on the top of the head 
p.re a trio of small clear dots, arranged 
in a triangle, like set jewels. These are 
the simple eyes,' and their exact pur- 
pose does not seem to be thoroughly un- 
derstood. In front of the head are tho 
antennae or feelers, and each consists 
of three joints, with a feathered bristlo 
arising from the back of the last joint. 
This bristle is an important aid in the 
identification of the different species of 
flies, in some kinds being quite simple 
in others beautiful plumose or feath- 
ered, as in the common species now oc- 
cupying our attention. 


Below the head of the fly may be 6«n 


projecting the long, thic*k tongue or 
proboscis, which is a very wonderfn 
structure. We have only space to saj 
a very litUe about 
this organ; 
to 


describe it fully would occupy mon 
than the -whole space devoted to oui 
present article. It is a true sicker, b.u' 
a very complicated one, made up- o 
several pieces, united so as to form : 
tube, which not only serves for^the con 
veyance of the fluid food to the mouth 
but also for the passage of saliva from 
the mouth in order to moisten and dis- 
solve particles of the substance upon 
which the fly is feeding. At the tip of 
the proboscis arc to be'found hardened 
rings, which aid in triturating the food.

'gates were closed it fell into the hands 
of contractors who had undertaken to 
remove the building. After two years 
land a half of work the buildings aro 
at last cleared away (excepting the 
two or three that are to be preserved), 
and the grounds have just been restored 
to the park commission. It now be- 
comes the task of that body to make 
a park indeed ont of what is at present 
'a mere mockery of the name. It will 
take two or three years, but we shall 
Lave in the end a park much finer tha.n 
the one that was destroyed.

while it is interesting to note the way 
in which relics of the fair have been 
scattered over the country. In many 
cases whole buildings have found new 
sites and new uses. 
The Wisconsin 


building lias become a club house in 
Kansas City, while the building of the 
English government has found a place 
among tlie private residences of that 
city. 
Other buildings have gone 
to 


Springfield, 111., and elsewhere. As for 
the smaller structures—the

lages on the Midway Plaisance—they 
are dotted all ovar Chicago and its sub-

The rumor was spread' 
that Gibraltar nnd Port Mahon were 
to be exchanged for a part of Peru. In 
this way the whole nation fell under the 
spell of speculation, and became stock 
jobbers. 
Ay kinds of projects sprang 


up and were foolishly accorded support, 
many for objects that in calmer times 
would have been recogni/.cd immediate- 
ly us impossible, such as a wheel for 
perpetual 
motion. 
Many 
of these 


schemes were the plainest of daylight 
robberies, cuid on June 11 a proclama- 
tion 
was published 
that all 
new 


projects or bubbles—the word had now 
conic out—the number of which was 
then about 
a 
hundred, should 
bo 


deemed common nuisances, and that 
any broker dealing in them should be 
subject to a penalty of £500. It was 
computed at this time that a million 
and a half of money was won and lost 
by these transparent swindles. 


"The 
South sea scheme, however, held 


on its way and daily increased in pub- 
lic fnvor. At the passing of the South 
sea act the company's stock rose to 3-10. 
A few days afterward a subscription 
was issued at iiOO. On the same day, 
April 12, the royal assent was given to a 
loan of a million to the company. On 
the 28th of the same month another 
subscription was opened at 400. The 
stock was worth 550 on May 20, and was 
selling at 800 on June 2.—Cornhill Mag- 
azine.
